WAsnrNaTON. June 10.—The old Ford 
theatre, where Lincoln was assassinated, 
foil without a moment's warning yester- 
day, 
The place has been condemned as 
tin-safe, but notwithstanding this fact it 
was used by the government for the ofSces 
of dorks of the pension department. 
Tho 
records of tho department were kept in an- 
other building. 


There were 475 persons, mostly govern- 
ment clerks, employed in the building, 
and nearly all of these were at work when 
the building fell. 
An excavation for an 
electric light plant was being made in the 
the cellar of the structure—a three story- 
affair—and according to the best Informa- 
tion obtainable the workmen had dug be- 
neath the foundation supports in the front 
of the building, weakening them to such 
an extent that the walls gav« way before 
they could bo jacked. 
This explanation 
of the cause for the accident Is the only 
one advanced, but it seems 
somewhat 
strange in view of the fact that the top 
floor gave way first. 


Men who were in the building say the 
crash came without warning. 
Those on 
the top floor were suddenly precipitated to 
the floor below, and the weight of falling 
timbers and furniture carried the second 
and first floors with it. 
Fortunately only 
the forward half of the floors g^ve way. 
The outer edges of the floors and the rear 
part of the structure remained intact. The 
walls did not fall. 


When the first rumbling warning of the 
approaching collapse came the clerks on 
the third floor, to the number of eighty or 
a hundred, rushed to the windows and 
jumped for the roof of a small building 
adjoining on tho northwest side. 
Many of 
them escaped in this way. 


George M. Arnold, a colored clerk ap- 
pointed from Virginia, was seen at a third 
story window. 
He was warned not to 
jump, but despite the protestations 
of 
numbers of people he climbed out and, 
lowering himself from the sill, let go. 
Ho 
fell upon a covering at a lower door and 
Blid off into the cobble stoned alley, strik- 
ing on his head, instantly killing him. His 
head was mashed to a jelly, and the cob- 
bles for a distance of several yards were 
bespattered with blood. 


One of the bravest and most daring inci- 
dents connected with the calamity was 
performed by a colored boy 19 or 20 years 
of age, named Basil Lockwood, 
As soon 
aa the floors collapsed and the dust cleared 
away, realizing the dimger of those at the 
rear windows, who were wildly climbing 
out and calling for aid, he climbed up a 
largo telegraph pole as high as the third 
sjjory and lashed a ladder to the pole, put- 
ting the other end in the window. 
By this 
means ten or fifteen were assisted down 
the ladder In safety. 


There were many very narrow escapes 
from death. 
A number of clerks whose 
desks rested directly upon tho line where 
the floors broke away saved themslves, 
while the desks at which they sat were 
precipitated 
down 
the awful 
chasm. 
Others who were walking across the room 
heard an ominous sound and stopped just 
at the very threshold of death. 


Five minutes later, and J. R. Imbrie, of 
Pennsylvania, the chief in charge of the 
second floor, would have gone down with 
the wreck. 
He had a desk in the shat- 
tered area and also one in tho rear of the 
room. 
He liad been at tho former place 
and then came back to the other desk, and 
in about five minutes the crash was heard. 


One of the most thrilling scenes of the 
whole affair was the sight of a dozen men 
who were left in a corner of the third story 
descending by means of a hose pipe to tho 
grounds. 


Wlien tho crash came those who sur- 
vived heard a miKlity scream of anguish 
from their comrades as they sank out of 
sight, and then groping their way in the 
darkness they found their way to safety, 
trembling in every joint, with the pallor 
of tho dead in their facns. 


Within an hour tho news was known all 
over Washington, and hundreds of anx- 
ious relatives and friends swarmed to the 
vicinity of the old theater. 
Women ap- 
pealed anxiouMly to every bystander for 
Information about some particular person, 
while men came with tears in their eyes 
and imploringly besought tlie policemen 
to let thom through tho police lines that 
they might obtain some knowledge of their 
friends and relatives. 


A general lire alarm was turned in a 
few minutes after the crash, and then all 
the ambulances in the city 
were sum- 
moned, 
A s quickly as possible tho police 
and firemen formed a rescue brigade, and 
ready hands assisted them to take out tho 
killed and wounded. 
In less than an hour 
about twenty-five people had been taken 
and evt'ry lew minutes thereafter sogie 
still form would be borne on a stretcher 
from tho building. 
X^oliceand army am- 
bulances, cabs, carriages aud vehicles of 
every description wero pressed in io serv- 
ice fur taking away tho dead and injured. 
All the hospitals in tho city were utilized 
in carhig for tho injured, and ssores of 
lihysiciitni? volunieorcd their assietanco. 
4 t Si ¿Jieudij^; held iu thu aftt^niooii to 


provide measurän of relief for the familie» 
of the victims $5,500 was subscribed and a 
committee appointed to receive additional 
subscriptions. 
The speakers vigorously 
denounced tho government, charging that 
parsimony was the indirect cause of tho 
disaster. 


The injured in 
the catastrophe now 
In the höspitak are, with the exception of 
two, in a fair way to recover. 
The serious 
cases are those of J. P. jMcCornaok, of 
Wisconsin, and Frank Metcalf, of Massa- 
chusetts. 
The former received a depressed 
fracture of the ribs, and has been in a 
critical condition. 
Dearth is likely to oc- 
cur at any moment. 
Mr, Metcalf sus- 
tained a dislocated hip, and was doing as 
well as could bo expected under the cir- 
cumstances until pneumonia developed, 
and the physicians are not now able to 
predict the result in his case.

S E N S A T I O N A L SCKNES. 


T h e 
Coroner's 
Iiivoitigation K u d e l y In- 
t e r u p t e d by Excited Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, June 13. — There were 
some exciting scenes in the coroner's in- 
quest at Willard's hall yesterday over the 
Ford's theater disaster. Smith Thompson, 
an aged clerk of the record and pension 
office, testified regarding the known unsafe 
condition of the building, aud said further 
that the clerks feared Colonel Ainsworth, 
the head of tho division, to the extent that 
they did not dare to protest against the 
impending danger. He described their con- 
dition as that of abject fear. 
There was 
an outbreak of handclapping at this rally. 


At this juncture a letter was read from 
Secretary of War Lamont, in which ho 
said: 


"In the matter of the investigation now 
in progress before the coroner's jury in re- 
gard to the loss of life on June 9, 1893, at 
the Tenth street building, which was oc- 
cupied by the record and pension ofiice of 
tho war department, the department is in- 
foi'med that apprehension exists among 
the department employes that they may 
Jeopardize their positions by testifying be- 
fore the jury, 
It seems hardly necessary 
for me to say that such apprehension is 
entirely groundless, but to allay any such 
fear as may exist I beg to inform you that 
no employe of the department will endan- 
ger his position in any way on account of 
any such testimony given before the cor- 
oner's jury in this case." 


Jefferson W. Carter, David H, Brown 
and James A. Long, also clerks, gave tes- 
timony corroborating that of Mr. Thomp 
son regarding the unsafe condition of the 
building and the fear of discharge should 
clerks give damaging testimony against 
Colonel Ainsworth. 
J, J. Smith, a first 
floor clerk, said the antipathy to Colonel 
Ainsworth had been confined to a few old 
soreheads. 


Albert U. Crosby, a third floor clerk.was 
not allowed to finish his testimony. While 
he was being examined a man walked 
slowly to a place behind Colonel Ains- 
worth's chair aud said in a loud voice; 
**You murdered my brother, and I'd like 
to know what right you have to sit here 
and intimidate witnesses." 


There was a moment's silence after this 
passionate outburst, and tlien a wild shout 
of approval. Colonel Ainsworth sat calmly 
In his chair, without even turning his head 
to see who denounced him. 
Lieutenant 
Amiss, of the police, walked over to the dis- 
turl)eD and pushed him towards a door- 
way. 
"Who is he?" asked some one. 


"Jlfs name is Charles E. Banes, whose 
brother was killed," was the answer frojn 
a dozen clerks. 
Banes is a real estate 
agent. 


The shouts of. the government clerks 
present showed their sympathy with Mr., 
Bancs.

juror then fiuggestoil that Colonel 
Ainsworth should r^t-ire. us, hi/s 


Bcemeti to mtard tlie Tiearlng, liut Mr. 
Ainsworth refused, and was upheld by Dr. 
SchaefTcr. 


H. Ross Perry, tho ropresontative of 
Colonel Ainsworth, tried to make himself 
heard, buf wa^^ hooted down. 


Old Butler Fitch kept crying 
intim- 
idation." 
iMorgan Spencer, of Bridgeport, 
Ala., anot her govei-nment clerk, called out 
at Colonel Ainsworth **You should be ar- 
rested for murder and not released on 
bond." 


Here the tempest broke in its fury. 
"Hang himl" was shouted from a dozen 
throats. 
Every man in tho spectatoi^s' 
seats rose at the cry. '*Hang himi" '*Hang 
himl" the shout grew louder. 
Colonel 
Ainsworth sat cool and collected. 
Some- 
body said after tho uproar was over that 
his hand moved to his insido coat pocket 
and remained there. 
Ilis features seemed 
absolutely immovable. 
There was 
tho 
faintest suggestion of a smile on his lips. 
Mr. Perry remained standing, but mndo 
no attempt to quell the mob, for it had 
grown to be such. 
Lieutenant Amiss was 
utterly powerless to still the tumult. 
A 
mad rush had just bogun in the direction 
of Colonel Ainsworth, when Juror Warner 
arose and, standing in his chair, begged 
for order. 


The crowd fell into Mr. Warner's way of 
thinking, and cried "Yes; yes. ' He saw 
his advantage and made an appeal to let 
the question of 'allowing Colonel 
Ains- 
worth remain be settled by cool heads. 


When he took his seat, however, there 
were more threatening mutterings, and at 
8:20 p. m. Dr. Shaeffer quickly adjourned 
the inquest until today at the First pre- 
cinct police station. 


When tho hall waii emptied tho excited 
language of the clerks contin^^ed on the 
sidewalk, and 
finally 
old Butler 
Fitch 
mounted the entrance of the building aud 
proposed an indignation meeting imme- 
diately. 
The proposition was adopted and 
the clerks took possession of tho hall. 


Smith Thompson, aged 72 years, who 
made many bitter remarks against Col- 
onel Ainsworth and Jacob Freeh in his 
testimony, was elected chairman of the 
meeting, andiDitter denunciations of Col- 
onel Ainsworth and of those who justified 
his course wore indulged in. A committee 
consisting of Smith Thompson, W. 
N, 
Sayre, B. Fitch, Percy Monroe and M. M. 
Jarvis was appointed to wait upon the 
president and protest against theijronosed 
secret session, and to urge tho suspension 
of Colonel Ainsworth pending the investi- 
gation. 


WASHINGTON, June 14—By direction of 
the commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia the inquest over the victims of the 
old theater disaster was continued pub- 
licly in Willard's hall, instead of privately 
in a police station. The place was crowded. 
In order to prevent a repetition of the 
trouble of yesterday, Lieutenant Amiss, of 
the police force, was on hand with a squad 
of officers. 
Many prominent persons wei-e 
abio in attendance. 
Several clerks gave 


testimony corroborative of that adduocd 
yesterday 
Judge Jere Wilson, a well 
known Washington lawyer, apporfired a3 
the representative of the clerks, having 
volunteered his services, and was loudly 
applauded, 


A petition filed by Colonel Ainsworth in 
the district supreme court was argued be- 
fore Chief 
Justice 
Bingham. 
Colonel 
Ainsworth pleads for the privilege of being 
represented by counsel at the coroner's in- 
' quest, and for cross-examining witnesses. 
District Attorney Burney filed a protest 
on the ground that Colonel Ainsworth is 
not on trial before the coroner's jury. The 
court took the question under advisement. 


Opinions on the Evidence Against 
Lizzie Borden, 


F a l l Rivkk, ^la^s., Juno 12.—Talk U 
plontiful on tho subject of tho Bordoii 
murders, and thei^ can be no denial that 
It is a general opinion about town that tho 
prnsecutiou thus far has a very weak ca^^e. 
This opinion is being strengthened by ru- 
mors curi-ent here to tho efTect that LiTsr.io 
Rorden's counsel will shortly explode a 
bombshell Into the camp of the authori- 
ties. 
It is hinted that tho defense will 
show conclusively that Lizzie Borden pur 
chased .some paint a few days before thii 
mui'der, and that It was not an uncommmi 
thing to burn dresses in the Borden hou^o 
hold. 


The fact that the girl burned the dro«*s 
In the daylight, whon officers snjTounded 
tho house, will also be related to show 
there was not the slightest attempt at con- 
cealment, The defendant's lawyers do not 
attempt to disguise their joyful fecllnKs 
because of the present status of the case, 
and the girl's friends hero aro jubilant. 
The hatchet incident, with its accompany- 
ing denials, is the source of much comfort.

United States regulars, and will iiasten 
with all possible speed to Brainered, Minn., 
where the troops will debark and march 
until this evening, when it is expected ^ 
they will arrive at Leech Lake reservation 'i 
wliere trouble of such serious nature ex- 
ists that soldiers are needed. 
Dispatches 
from that region are very meagre, but very 
urgent, the last of them reading: '*Dr. 
Walker is a prisoner at Leech Lake and 
must have aid at once. 
Send officers and 
troops at once." 


Information received from Park Rapids, 
Grand Kapidsand Deep Kiver.pointsalong 
the edge of tho Leech i^ake reservation, is 
all of the same general purport, but meagre 
as to details. 
Dr. James II. Walker, the 
resident physician at Leech Lake, and a 
companioii went out hunting on Monday 
morning, and the former by accident, in 
shooting at a fawn, .shot and so seriously 
wounded a popular young Indian that he 
died in a few hours. 


This so angered the Indians on the re- 
serve, a little over 400 in number, that they 
gave the hunters chase and captui-cd Dr. 
Walker, They hurried him into the woods, 
several miles away, and what has been 
done with him can only be conjectured,

NEW BEDFOKD. JuneS.—IN tho Borden 
trial yesterday Bridget Sullivan, tho ser- 
vant girl, was the most important witness. 
According to her testimony anybody could 
have entered the house without her knowl- 
edge, and she asserted that the family re- 
lations were not unpleasant. 


Nicw BEHFORD, Mass,, Jime 9.—In the 
Borden trial yesterday the most impor- 
tant testimony was 
offered bv Officer 
Flept, of 
Pall River, who 
testified to 
finding 
in the collar, on the day of the 
murder, the ax with which the murders 
are 
believed 
to have been 
committed. 
Alice Russell testified as to the burning 
of the dress by Lizzio on the Sunday after 
the murder, because, as the prisoner al- 
leged, It was covered with paint. 
When 
witness told Lizzio she thought It the 
worst thing she could have done, Lizzie re- 
plied: *'0h, why Qid you let me do itt 
Why did you not tell me?" 


NEW BEDFOUD, Mass., June 
10.—The 
principal events in 'the Borden 
murder 
trial yesterday were the contradictions of 
Officers Fleet and Harrington, both of 
whom were led by ex-Governor Robinson's 
cross questioning into telling 
different 
stories regarding the handloless hatchet 
which was found in the cellar the day of 
the murder. 
Officer Mullaly testified that 
Fleet found the handle of the hatchet, and 
that he (the witness) had seen Fleet put it 
away. 
Fleet was recalled aud denied hav- 
ing seen tho handle. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 13.—Tho tes- 
timony in the Borden trial on Saturday 
waa essentially of a police nature, and 
Lawyer 
Robinson 
succeeded 
in again 
worming contradictory testimony 
from 
the Fall River officers. Mr Robinson fur- 
ther developed the fact that all the officer» 
who have become prominent in the casp, 
with one exception, have been promoted. 
T h p e is na mistaking the .symptoms of 
disappointment on tho part of tho govern- 
ment. 
The methods of the Fall 
River 
police force in general is being severely 
commented upon here and alluded to as 
partially explanatory of that disappoint- 
ment. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 13.—The 
question of the admiasability of Lizzie 
Borden's testimony at the inquest was the 
bone of contention in the Borden murder 
trial 3^esterday, 
Ex-Governor 
Robinson 
made a lengthy and pathetic plea for the 
suppression of the contradictory and sus- 
picious evidence. 
He said that his client 
wa:s led into a trap, 
Tho 
inquest was 
merely a scheme to do up the prisoner. 
Mr, Moody denied that the prisoner had 
been hounded by the police, or that they 
had set a trap for her. 
Tho opinion 
of the court was that Miss Lizzie Bor 
den was practically 
a 
prisoner at the 
time of the inquest, and that under thosQ 
circumstances the testimony could not bo 
admitted at this trial. 
When tho decision 
was announced Miss Borden held her 
handkerchief up to her eyes and wept. 
This was the first show of emotion slnco 
the trial began. 
It was a great victory for 
tho defense, and her counsel 
breathed 
heavy sighs of relief. Joseph Hyde, a Fall 
River policeman, testified that 
on tho 
night of tho murder,4 whilo M'atching tho 
house, he saw Miss Borden go into the 
cellar twice, onco accompanied by Miba 
itussell.

How tho UÎRon Thrives in Cflptivity 
—Good Draft Animals aud m 
goiirpc of Revenue In Many 
Wftys—Tho Calalo. 


NE by one the Innd- 
marks and traditions 
of aboriginal Ameri- 
ca dieappenr. 
Tho 
doer, tho antelope, 
t h e 
e l k 
and the 
buffalo, 
onco as 
numerous 
as

leaves of the forest, 
have dwindled away 
nntil the private parks and menap^eries 
contain almost all that is left of these 
animals. 
Pew of this fyeneration, says 
tho Chicapro Times, have more than a 
vapTue conception of tho appearance 
and habits of the American bison, once 
BO numerous in this repfiou that they 
dotted tho prrassy ocean of the plains 
like great black islands of life and 
motion. 
Tho vast southern herd which 
covered the country south of the line 
of the Union Pacific Railroad is esti- 
mated to havG numbered 
between 
8,000,000 and 4,000,000 head. 
The 
pasture field of this tremendous herd 
extended from Manitoba on tho north 
to Texas on the south, and from the 
Missouri Kiver on the east to the base 
of the Eocky Mountains on the west. 


These restless animals were con- 
tinually on the move, and from the 
vanguard to the stragglers at the rear 
the herd spread over a distance of 
from 200 to 300 miles. 
This vast army 
of bovines marched i;n one continuous 
circuit, passing southward on the east- 
ern line of this great area and north- 
Tvard on its western margin, but never 
crossing the Eocky Mountains. 
This 
grand migratory circuit was completed 
every four years and accounts for a 
condition which often seemed strange 
even to jilainsmen; that is, that buffalo 
would be found very plentiful in a cer- 
tain locality one year and the next the 
hunter would find only a few.

The first and also the last 
calf cajitured are in tho present herd 
and are named Alpha and Omega re- 
spectively, 
This band now consists of 
thirty head of full-blooded buffalo and 
ten head of catalo. 
It has been de- 
pleted by frequent sales, made neces-. 
sary to defray the expense of keeping 
them. 
The animals sold'have gone to 
private collections all over the country 
and even to Europe. 
In fact, nearly 
all of the buffalo now in existence have 
been sent out at one time and another 
from the animals cai3turedoa these ex- 
peditions. 


Mr. Jones took a herd of ten full 
bloods to Europe in 1890. 
These 
animals, like most native Americans, 
became seasick on the voyage, placed 
their noses on the deck and groaned in 
distress, but 
soon rec9vered upon 
reaching the land. 
They awakened no 
end of curiosity in Liverpool, and the 
London Graphic sent a special artist to 
sketch t h m . "ffhile uU of the gieat 


dailies gave much space to a descrip- 
tion of these strange animals from over 
the sea. 


•'Buffalo" Jones has made a thorough 
study of the habits of these animals, 
and by careful experiments in crossing 
with native cattle has produced a race 
which he calls the catalo, a magnificent 
creature. 
Tho head is less clumsy, the 
hump less prominent, and the hinder 
parts more symmetrical than in tho 
buffalo. The catalo is far superior to 
the domestic animal for be«f. 
Steaks 
cut from its dressed carcass are de- 
licious, and it has been proved that 
100 pounds more of porterhouse steak 
can be cut from the dressed catalo than 
from the ordinary steer. 


Tho females of this race are very 
superior milkers, and, although the 
quantity is not so abundant, the milk 
is far richer than that of the Jersey. 
The pure-blood buffalo cow gives the 
richest milk in the world. 
The robe 
of the catalo is as far ahead of the buf- 
falo robe as a buffalo robe is ahead of 
a sheep pelt. 
The seal buffalo, AB B 
cross between a buffalo and a Galway 
cow is called, is the finest animal of 
the cattle kind. 
The robe is nearly 
black, as fine and glossy as a sealskin, 
and would make a coat fit for any 
queen. 
A Canadian lady of high rank 
offered Mr. Jones $300 for the skin oi 
one of these animals from which to 
make a coat, saying she iDreferred it to 
a gealskin. 


A strange 
freak 
of 
the buffalo 
is that 
all 
calves born 
in 
close 
confinement 
are 
females, 
so 
that 
to perpetuate 
tho race, 
room 
is 
absolutely necessary. The present herd 
is about equally divided as regards 
sex, a fact due to the freedom allowed 
them. Seven baby bufiiilo are expected 
in a few weeks which will greatly add 
to the interest of the herd, and il 
they live will very materially increase 
its value. 
This will be apparent when 
it is remembered that each full grown 
buffalo is worth fully $1000. 


Even the shaggy coat of these ani- 
mals has been utilized by Mr. Jonea 
and turned to profit. 
When the shed- 
ding time arrives the animals are roped 
and the great mats of fine brown wool 
that has protected them in winter are 
plucked off them, carefully packed, and 
sent east, to be made into robes, hats, 
and cloth. 
The fabric from this ma- 
terial brings $20 i^er yard. A splendid 
lap robe made from this biiffalo haii 
was presented by Mr. Jones to hie 
Koyal Highness the Prince of Wales, by 
whom it is used in preference to all 
others. 


''Buffalo" Jones himself is clothed, 
overcoat, underclothing, pants, coat, 
vest, shirt, and hat, in garments made 
from this buffalo wool. 
Evehhisboots 
are made from buffalo hide, and the 
buttons on his clothes from the home 
and hoofs of this animal. 
His great 
brown buffalo sombrero, the only one 
of its kind, easily locates him in any 
crowd.

This herd will be taken to the j 
World's Fair and there be placed on 
exhibition by their owner who will 
drive four of these' huge 
animals 
abreast, two of tho. largest weighing 
twenty-four hundred pounds apiece, 
to an old-fashioned rustic Mexican 
cart with wooden wheels. 
He will 
have forged iron bits in the mouths of 
the monsters and guide them by wire 
cables attached to a windlass. 
By this 
contrivance he has them under perfect 
control and can guide them as accur- 
ately as a driver can a M'oll-broken car- 
riage team. 


The training of these huge animals to 
drive was a task that required great 
patience and plenty of help. 
They 
were yoked to a cart, the driver hold- 
ing wire cables for reins by means of a 
windlesi?, and a cowboy with lariat fast 
to a buffalo on eitJier side standing by 
to assist. 
But tho task was accom- 
plished and the bison has learned a 
now trade. 
They are very good trav- 
elers, in time become quite tractable, 
and their immense strength would 
make them valuable as draught ani- 
mals, 


Mr. Jones made tho Government an 
offer some time ago to take this herd 
to Texas, where ho would care for and 
protect them, allowing them to in- 
crease unmolebted for twenty years if 
tho Government would appro2:)riate the 
land and means to defray the expense. 
HIS request was heeded by Congress 
which went far enough to Bet aside 
the land but failed to make an appro- 
priation for expense.

pack mule.

to enable freighters to take them to 
•distant destinations. 
There is no use 
sending goods to west Brazilii^n points 
in packing cases. They will never reach 
the consignee, and all the possibilities 
of trade are ruined for the simple rea- 
son that the seller does not use the 
judgment an intelligent undei'standing 
of the case will give him. European mer- 
chants understand this and send their 
^oods to the Latin-American- States 
all ready for jjacking on mules or on 
the backs of men if they be consigned 
to a place where that is the accejHed 
mode of transportation.

FERTILIZING ORCHARDS. 


Professor I, P. Roberts sent to tho 
Western New York Horticultural So- 
ciety an interesting paper on this sub- 
ject, in which ho said that the par- 
ticular advantage of forest soils is the 
great amount of humus they contain. 
The roots in the soil serve as drainage 
tubes, and as they rot away the soil 
becomes hard and comj)act. 


In many orchards the cheapest way 
to got plant food is by the intelligent 
use 
of the 
drain 
tile. 
In those 
that are naturally underdrained this 
would not pay, 
AVhere an additional 
fertilizer is wanted stable manure is 
the most available and chea])est form, 
but it contains too much nitrogen in 
prox^ortion to its mineral 
elements, 
and is apt to force the growth of wood 
too much. 
It should, therefore, be 
well rotted before being a])plied. 


Where nitrogen is wanted it can be , 
obtained cheaper by the use of vetches . 
and other leguminous plants. 
The 
vetch is the most suitable plant for 
covering the land late in the season. ! 
The seed can be sowed in June or July, 
and plants will cover the ground com- 
pletely 
by winter. —Farmers' Home 
Journal.

ers have cnino to look upon them as un- 
worthy of better treatment; tho fact 
that they have gi'owu and borne fruit, 
after a fashion, even in these untoward 
situations, hns encouraged, more or less, 
this slovenly method of treatment. 


If farmers aud every jierson who 
owns a smnll area of available ground 
can onco be brought to a realization of 
the food value and healthfulnefls of 
these fruits and the easo and certaintv 
with which they can bo grown, doubt- 
less the methods of culture coznplained 
of M'ill be abaiidoned. 


Commercial growers have, of course, 
long since given to these fruits as good 
culture as to any general crop. 
None 
of the fruits should ever bo planted 
A\here they cannot bo cultivated with 
ease on both sides of tho row, and to 
allow weeds and grass to grow up aud 
choke them is to invite diKoase and in- 
sect injury, 
For ease of cultivation 
the garden should be a long, rectangti- 
lar plot of ground and unless absolutely 
necessary should not be fenced at all. 


Sooner or later farmers will learn 
that all useless aud unnecessary fences 
simi)ly serve as harbors for vermin and 
insects without adding one dollar in 
value to the place. 
Fence the stock 
where it must be done but let the 
plants have free air, sunlifiht and good 
culture. 
No jDarticular efi'ort at special 
culture is necessary for these fruits, 
but the gooseberries and currants, es- 
pecially, require good soil and will be 
much beneiitcd by a mulching of chip 
dirt or coal ashes. 
It is to bo pre- 
sumed that all persons know that the 
old canes must be removed each year 
from blackberries and raspberries and 
that currants and gooselierries require 
judicious pruning by cutting away tho 
old wood.—Mirror and Farmer.

HEAVY nOGS IN BKTTKK DEMAND^ 


It is the increased foreign demand for 
pork that causes tho call for heavy hogs. 
Up to tho time that pork from this coun- 
try was excluded from Germany, Franco 
and Italy, heavy pork always commanded 
the best pr>es. 
Since the 
restrictions 
have been removed the old conditions 
of markets are beginning to return.

DISnOKNING cows. 


The removal of the horns from a cow 
ÎS not such a serious operation as to be 
in any way detrimental to tho animal. 
A good deal of nonsense has been 
written in regard to this, 
Tho horn is 
quite insensible, and the only pain felt 
is that of cutting through the core of the 
horn, which is tho only sensitive part 
that is touched. 
This is done very 
quickly and in such a manner as to cause 
only a slight loss of blood. 
There need 
be uo apprehension of any injurious re- 
sult to the animal if the work is done as 
it should be, as thus : The saw is a nar- 
row and thiu-bladed one, and should be 
sharp. 
The animal is secured in such a 
way that the horn can be reached easily 
—the ^ best way is to lix the head in 
stanchions. 
The horn is then sawed off 
close to the skin, and without leaving a 
stub. 
The wound is covered with tar, 
in which the hair is matted so as to make 
a plaster that protects the raw part. 
A 
piece of cloth well tarred is then placed 
over tho hair, and this is all the dressing 
needed. 
The animal willrro to feedincr 
at 


once, and the wound heals in a short 
time. 
It is very seldom that tho bleed- 
ing is oi any account, and at the worst 
it stops a« soon as a clot is formed. 
The 
kind of saw used by butchers or a com- 
mon thin-bladed hack saw is used.— 
iieio York Times,

now MANY UENS TO THE ACRE? 


A Lawrence, 
Kansas, reader 
asks: 
'*How many hens can be kept on an 
acre without crowding? 
Also, 
how 
taany 
buildings are necessary and 
of 
what size?'' 


If the fowls are to depend upon the 
aero for all the green and meat they 
have, from 100 to 120 would be about 
the right number to have to the acre— 
200 would be the outside number, and 
they ought to have some insects or meat 
in addition to what they would be apt to 
find on the acre. 


A greater number may be healthfully 
kept if the runs are kept spaded or alter- 
nately used and sowed with grass or rye 
for green. 


The fowls for the most health and 
profit should be kept in flocks of not 
more than 
fifty—twenty-five 
would be 
better. 
Of course they may be under 
one roof, if the large building is divided 
into apartments that are unconnected 
within and the fowls of each let onto the 
runs from openings direct from their 
apartment, 


A building that gives a space eight by 
ten for each twenty-five fowls is plenty 
large enough. 


Let the building or buildings face the 
south and have plenty of glass on that 
side—have no openings to tho north, 
northwest or northeast, and if you can 
avoid the west opening it will be all the 
better. 


Sheds, under which tho fowls may 
shade themselres in summer and enjoy a 
dust baih in winter, will be appre- 
ciated. 


Unless one has had experience with 
poultry they best begin on a small scale 
and grow to keeping fowls by the acrc. 
—Farm^ Field and Stockman. 


POULTUY CHAT. 


There is wisdom in keeping a com- 
fortable, well-sheltered 
house for pouL 
try. 
Thero is a secret in caring for lay- 
ing hens; a comfortable coop is one se- 
cret in obtaining eggs from a tlock oi 
hens in winter. 


Take a head of cabbage, strip off thfl 
larger leaves, tie a string around tho 
stump, hans: it just high enough so thai 
the hens can reach it by jumping up » 
little. 
This furnishes required exercisa 
as well as green iood. The cabbage maj 
be stored ifi a cool cellar that is dry and 
sheltered from excessive cold. 


Many who are building new poultry 
houses are having wooden floors in them, 
raised several inchcs Iromthe ground, ta 
admit of a free circulation of air under- 
neath to prevent dampness. 
A floor ol 
this kind should be tight, with a cover- 
ing of three or four inches of dry earth, 
to bo replenished once a month. 


Eight to ten females to one male is 
better than any more or less, as expe- 
ricnco shows. 
This refers to stock that 
is confined within tho limits of a run and 
carefully bred. 
Stock running at large 
on the farm may increase the number by 
six or eight, but this is not breeding with 
care for the finer points in view. 


Poultry 
breeding without sufficient 
thought or adequate investigation 
has 
been more or less mongrelized, so to 
speak, in past years, but now it is com- 
ing down to a real science and study,the 
results of which are apparent to any in- 
telligent farmer who has kept several of 
the liner breeds of poultry. 


The Malay game fowl resembles some- 
what the Indian game, yet is much 
smaller and inferior to the latter. 
The 
Indian gane male weighs from nine to 
eleven pounds at maturity, females from 
seven to eight and one-half 
pounds^^ 
They are a neater and more stylish fowl 
than the Malay and should not be classed 
with them. 


Tho White Cochin is a pretty farm 
fowl. 
It is a clean, noble-looking bird, 
always attractive because of its massivo 
proportions. 
Some people do not ad- 
mire them because or their awkward, 
lazy movements, while their quaint ap- 
pearance attracts many to them. 
They 
lay quite well and make excellent table 
poultry. 
On some iarms they have th® 
preference over any other breed. 


If the many broken-down men of our 
large cities could be induced to retire to 
the country and enjoy tho pleasures 
and health of such a life and raise fruits 
and poultry for the markets, even though 
much harder work than that of a clerK- 
ship or similar confining occupation, 
they would never return to the latter 
occupation after a year's experience. 


Bronze turkeys still lead tho pro- 
cession in turkcydora,aud many farmers, 
the past season, have 
dsmonstratrated 
that they can raise them, and the farm 
is the place to do so. 
Turkeys require, 
great care, as every one who has Kept 
ihem must admit, but they can be reared 
just as well as any fowl we have if this 
one point is observed.

B'lt this excessive pun- 
gency is tempered and

In «'gulyas," as in music, thero are in- 
finite variations possible, but 
the key- 
note is always 
the paprika. 
With the 
'»gulyas," one or more bottles ol 
dory 
Hungarian wine are drunk. 
Ho, ho! 
Hungarian brother 1 El ¡en! 


As an accompaniment 
to 
**gulyas'* 
and paprika belongs gypsy music. 
One 
of the many bands, whose chief is a 
local celebrity, installs itself in a corner 
of the room. 
In foreign countries one 
sees 
gypsies 
of 
questionable 
origin. 
Here the brown, brawny fellows, with 
their shrewd, deep dark eyes, and 
their 
mustaches, show themselves in all their 
native 
picturesqueness. 
Their 
clothes 
present a mixture of peculiarly Hungarian 
and European costumes; on their heads 
they wear small round hats with turned- 
up brims. 
The men play without notes 
and it is asserted that the majority of 
them do not know one note from an- 
other, but play by ear, if not to say by 
instinct. 
The leader of the band plays 
the first violin, turning constantly with 
nervous alertness to the right and to the 
left, and the others simply 
accJbmpany 
his melody with all sorts of variations. 
An 
important 
role 
belongs 
in every 
gypsy band to the cymbal-player, 
who 
with two little hammers beats a kind of 
big zither. 
According as 
the 
leader 
with nervous, ahuost convulsive motions 
belabors his iicidle, the others lile away 
after him, until they work themselves 
up, just as ho does, into a musical de- 
lirium. 
Long-drawn, plaintive, melan- 
choly, sighing tunes alternate with sud- 
den, unbridled bursts of joy. 
Like the 
clever psychologist that he is, tho leader 
of 
the 
gypsies 
instantly 
picks 
out 
some quiet patrician in the 
audience, 
to 
wjiom 
he 
addiHJSses the music. 
Boldly he places himself in front of him, 
sticks his iiddle almost into his face,and 
p^.forms lirst tearful tunes, Avhicli malce 
the listener gaze with a serious intent- 
aess into space; then tho gypsy accel- 
erates the tempo until he reaches the de- 
lirium,which kindles such an intoxicating 
Ecstacy in the patrician that, with a half- 
smothered *'Jail" he 
grabs 
his head. 
When the playing is at an end he says 
not a word,but pulls from his big leather 
purse a bank-note of considerable value, 
and spitting on the back of it, pastes 
h 
on the gypsy's forehead. 
Not so quiet is 
the scene when tho whole company aavo 
been wrought into ecstasy; 
then sooie 
Dne present is apt to tear a bill of a high 
denomination in two,give one half to tno 
"•ypsy and ptick the other half into his 
pocket, surrendering it only when the 
gypsies have given the company their till 
of music. Frequently a strusigio^ ior e x - 
istence arises between the musicians and 
the carousers. 
It lias happened many a 
time that the gypsies, wlien they 
have 
earned money 
enough, have 
vanished 
one by one just as the company had been 
seized with a desire to dances To guard 
against this contingency each one of tho 
band had to pull oJi one boot and 
keep 
the other, playing with one 
foot bare. 
The condscated boots were flung into me 
cellar, and only surrendered when 
the 
dance and jollillcation were at an end. 
This ingenious procedure does not ex 
press, perhaps, a high degree of 
mutual 
conlidence; but practical and ctfective it 
is,which is,after all, tho main considera- 
tion.— llari}Qr'& Magazine,

O u D i N A N C E . — O b s t r u c t i o n s , Src. 


Be it ordained by the Burgess and Town 
Council of the Borough of New Oxford

ORDINANCE.~Nuisances a n d Ofifences. 


Be it ordained by the Burgess and Town 
Council of the borough of New Oxford 
and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That if any person or persons 
in digging or making cellars or other 
works, or improvements, shall after the 
publication of this ordinance cast or 
throw any dirt or other matter into any 
public street^lane, alley or highway (so 
as to unnecessarily incommode the same) 
within the said borough, and shall not re- 
move the same upon notice given by the 
Chief Burgess or Assistant Burgess of 
said borough M'ithin forty-eight hours 
from the period of such notice, every such 
person or persons so oliending shall for- 
feit and pay a sum of not less than ten 
dollars and not more than twenty dollars 
—to be collecrcd as all such fines are now 
by law recoverable; Provided, however, 
that persons building shall be privileged 
to occupy, not for a longer time than six 
mouths, one-third of the street immedi- 
ately in front of the lot on which they arc 
buiiding, and provided also that such per- 
sons Shall not occupy any portion of the 
foot pavements with such materirls ex- 
necessary scaffolding for putting up such 
buildings.

When the polecat iR stirring, 
his

found, for the soil will be turned \ip as 
if hy pigs. 
The animal roots in the 


ground for worms and roots of grasp 
and certain shrub.s. 
He is also fond 


of eggs and chickens, and he niakee 
bad work for the 
farmer when 
he 


manages to get into his chicken house. 
He seems to hold the flesh of the fowl 
in a lower estimation than its blood. 
When a skunk finds himself in a wel 
filled chicken house he proceeds to kih 
the fowls, aud as he does so he dnnkf 
their blood, sometimes so gorging him- 
eelf as to be unable to get away, and 
he falls into the hands of the person 
whose property he has destroyed. 


In the fall skunk hunting is quite fl 
popular sport among the men and boyt 
of the back-country. 
The hunt usually 
takes place on the ''young o' the moon. 
The participants clothe themselves in 
raiment for which they care but little, 
and, armed with a stout club or pole, 
from eiffht to twelve feet long, they 
take to the field about nine o'clock in 
tbe evening. 


The polecat has an uncanny preler- 


enco for cemeteries, and, if moving at 
all, he will be found burrovring around 
a 
graveyard oftener than 
anywhere 
else. 
If there is a cemetery within fl 
reasonable distance, the hunter makee 
it his objective point. 


When the game is sighted, the hun- 
ter, moving as stealthily as possible, 
advances unon it, and if he manages tc 
get within k r i k i n g distance of it with 
•out having bten noticed, he stamps on 
the groudcb 
The animal, on hearing 
the sound, 
immediately 
faces tho 
enemy. 
There is a quick blow oí th€ 
club, cnrefnlly aimed, and the polecat 6 
davs are ended. 
Itsometinieshappene 
that the aim of the hunter is faulty 
and the animal is not seriously hurt. 
Then it is that the man takes to hu 
heels and beats an inglorious retreut. 


From tho fatty substance taken from 
the 
animal some people try an oil, 
which they believe poHsesseswonderiul 
medicinal properties, and it is freely 
used by them in severe cases of croup, 
inflammation of the lungs, and 
rheu- 
matic allections. 


The true vplue of the animal lies in 
its pelt, which ñnds a ready market. 
The pelts are graded in three classilica* 
tions, viz; 
Stripe, half stripe, 
and 
black! 
In the majority of skunk pelti 
i there is a white stripe running from 
the head to the tail. 
These are classed 
as striped skins. When the white stripe 
extends only half way along the back 
it is a **half stripe" skin. 
Ablackpeli 
has but little white in it, nnd it brmgfi 
a much higher price than either of the 
other classifieatiuDS.

fikius have mude a wonderful increase 
in value. 
Formerly the hides went 
Hlowly at ten cejits apiece; but thede-
